False Promises 
“In the hurricane of revolutions 
which have swept the world since 
the great war, men, struggling with 
the VTeckage and poverty of that 
great castastrophe and the compli­ 
cations of the machine age. are in 
despair, surrendering their freedom 
for false promises of economic se­ 
curity. 
“Here is a form of servitude, of 
slavery—slipping back toward the 
middle ages. 
Whatever these gov­ 
ernments are, they have one com­ 
mon denominator—the citizen has 
no assured rights. 
He is submerged 
into the state. 
Here Is the most 
fundamental clash known to m an­ 
kind—that is, free men and women, 
cooperating under orderly liberty, as 
contra.sted with human beings made 
pawTLs of dictatorial 
government; 
men who are slaves of despotism as 
against free men who are the m as­ 
ters of the .state. 
“But it would be better that we 
.sacrifice something of economic ef­ 
ficiency than to surrender these pri­ 
mary liberties. 
Nor do I admit that sacrifice of 
these rights would add to economic 
efficiency or would gain in econo­ 
mic security, or would find a single 
job or would give a single assurance 
in old age. 
The initiative of men, 
their enterprise, the inspiration of 
thought, flower in full only In the 
security of these rights.” 
Continuing, he said: 
“Lib^Tty is .safe only by a divi.slon 
of p^jwens and upon kx:al .Sijlf-gov- 
ernment. 
We know full well that 
power feeds upon Itself—partly from 
the grfied of powers and ixirtly from 
the Innocent belief that Utopia can 
he* attained by dictation of coercion. 
“LlbfTty comas alone and

alone where the hard-won rights 
of men are held inalienable, where 
governments them.selves may not in­ 
fringe, where governments are in­ 
deed but the mechanisms to proUTt 
and siLslain fhe.s<» principles. It wa.s 
this concept for which America’s 
•SOILS have died on a hundred bat­ 
tlefields. 
“Liberty nevi.*r die.s from direct 
attack. 
No one will dare ri.se to­ 
morrow and say he is oppo.s<*d to the 
bill of rights. Liberty dies from the 
encroachment and di.sregard of its 
.safeguard.s. 
“In our country, abdication of its 
respon.,lbilitie.s and powers by con- 
gre.s.s to the executive, the repudia­ 
tion by the government of its obli­ 
gations, the centralization of auth­ 
ority into the federal government at 
the exp<m.se of local government, the 
building up of huge bureaucracies, 
the co(?rcion 
of 
intimidation

citizens, are the same sort of first 
.sapping of .safeguards

independent producers should take 
complete charge of the efforts to ef­ 
fect curtailment.

Pitching, as Rajah Hornsby says, 
is at least 80 percent of th e game 
any tim e and you m ay boost that 
percentage a few points for a world 
series and not be far wrong. 
Experience has shown batting and 
fielding averages m ean little in a 1 
world series and so we may safely 
gather them all in a n eat little heap 
and drop them into the m ost con- j 
venient ash can 
We know, for instance, without 
looking up averages that neither Joe 
M edwick nor Goose Goslin can be­ 
gin to patrol left field with Joe 
Moore. 
And we don’t have to go 
to the book to find out whether 
Charley 
G ehringer 
can 
o u t h i t 
H ughie Critz. 
Greenberg Hitting 
Of more im portance than averages 
are types of pitching and styles of 
hitting. 
For instance. Leo Duro- 
cher’s current ,267 batting average 
m eans little or nothing for the pur­ 
pose of this discussion. 
He m ight 
conceivably p n Schoolboy Rowe’s 
ears back but he should not get a 
ball out of the infield off Auker’s 
sinker. 
Hank Greenberg is hitting 
snappy .346 but even in the Bronx 
they wouldn't expect him to m ain­ 
tain th at pace against Dizzy Dean. 
The truly great hitters figure to 
do fairly well against any kind of 
pitching. There are others who can 
murder any pitching except the best, 
but can be stopjied by sm art pitch­ 
ing. 
For instance. Hank Leiber’s 
.321 is alm ost as good as G ehringer’s. 
.329 but Hank “can be pitched to” 
as the ball players say, m eaning 
th at 
if he is pitched to correctly 
he can be stopped. 
No pitcher fig­ 
ures to stop Gehringer very long no 
m atter how well he may pitch. 
Remember M clnnis 
Yet, if the pitching happens to be 
th e only mediocre, Leiber would do 
as well, and perhaps better, than 
G ehringer. 
Sim ilarly, fielding averages aren’t 
a true criterion of a player's real 
worth. 
I remember 
when 
stuffy 
M clnnis played a whole season at 
first base and made only one error. 
T hat was at 'he end 
of

career. His avc :age was alm ost per­ 
fect but w hat the average didn’t 
show was the num ber of base hits 
th at w ent past him because Stuffy 
was too slow to get near the ball.
